For Virginia Beach Qty Council, regionalism seems 
to be a one-way street with the resort city offering the 
only trans porutlon. 

The city has backed a regional garbage-to-energy 
plan although it has no solid waste disposal problem of 
its own. But Council members figure they're not 
gettiag reciprocal consideration on their water problem 
which is the most serious in Tidewater. 

Do when Durwood Curling, executive director of the 
Southeastern Virginia Public Service Authority asked 
for a further show of support for the regional solid 
waste disposal plan Monday afternoon, he unleashed 
the frustration Virginia Beach has experienced in trying 
to solve its water shortage problem. 

Councibnan Dr. Clarence A. Holland said be was 
sorry the city didn't play more politics with the water 
and solid waste situation. Norfolk has' the solid waste 
problem and holds the keys to solving some of Virginia 
Beach's water problems, while Virginia Beach has no 
solid waste problem but is short on water. 

Holland said that Virginia Beach tried "in a ladylike 
and gentlemanly way." Norfolk however, has yet to 
agree to treat water for Virginia Beach from Suffiolk 
wells. 

"it's nice to be regional is everybody is regional in 
everything." Holland said. 

Curling asked Virginia Beach to increase its financial 
participation in the waste disposal plan from $603,000 
to S943.000. The six other participating jurisdictions in 
SPSA will also be asked for ftirther support on a 
pro-rate basb. 

A SI, 943,000 note Uken out by the authority three 
years ago will become due on aixll 26. The increased 
commitmehr will make it possible for the SPSA to pay 
the note and to issue anohter $3,010,000 bond 
anticipation note. '^ 

SPSA expeas to start ||!he construction of the project 
in 1983 and have the energy plant operational by 1967. 
Under the plan the Southeastern localities will supply 
solid waste which will be converted to energy which 
SPSA would sell to the Navy (63 percent) to power the 
Navy Yard in Portsmouth. Vmt remainder would be 
generated into kilowatt hours to be sold to VEPCO. The 
plant would be located in Portsmouth. 

Curling said that in October of 1983, SPSA wouM 
complete financing the project with long-term bonding. 

Chesapeake, which puUcd out of the program after 
first supporting it, is reoontklering and Curling said 
that Qty Council would have its response in three 
months. He said that having diesapeake participate 
would help but that it is not necessary Cor the success of 
the project. 

Councilman Patrick L Standing, at the {nfomal 
session Where Qirting and John Hatfield, abo wMi 
SPSA made a presentation, pointed out that noe of the 
Jurisdktians hai appropriated any money. The money 
will be spent only if the plan fiiBs through, faioanie is 
exptdad with pty coiu if the plant becomes a reality. 

Curling said that in the event the plan "goes down 
.the tube," SPSA is looking at regional landfills. 

Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. said he had never been in 
fiivor of the plan. In the water situation, he said, "we 
tried to be the leader" but nobody followed. 

Holland asked how Porumonlh would benefit from 
the plan. 

Qvling said that Porttmouth had the second highest 
ditpoMi cost In iIm aicn. and operated both a landfill 
and an incineniar «Wcli WW obsolete.

McCoy pointed out that the Navy can pull out 
tomorrow. Without the Navy as a customer the plan 
would be useless. 

If the Navy pulls out. Curling said, under terms of the 
proposed contract the Navy will have to pay the debt. 
The cost of the energy will be tied to the price of coal, 

he added. 

Curling said that 200-sonie solid waste progects are 
operating around the world and "they are working." 

Holland said that Norfolk has the greatest need for 
the plan. Still, he said, he fovored it because it was the 
way to go in the future. "Fm sorry we didn't play more 
politics." 

Holland said that Virginia Beach has the only serious 
problem with water but has been unable to convince 
everybody of the need for regional cooperation. Norfolk

has problem with trash and they have convinced the 
whole area, he said, "I supprnt the project but I'm 
going to have a serious proUem. He said it bothered 
him that nobody has become concerned about the water 
problem at Virginia Beach except as a way to make 
money. 

Curling said that SPSA still considered water as 
needing a regional solution. He said that it might look 
as though there is no regional cooperation, but in the 
early 1940's, there were only ferries, no bridges to 
connect the ccnununities, there was no United Fimd, no 
regional transit. 

The water proMem was identified m 1969, he said, 
and it am)ears that things have gone backwards. He 
said that strong leadership from the state is needed 'to 
get closer to a regional water siq>ply. 

HoBand said he would hate to see an hnportant issue 
like water dropped. 

Gouncihroman Reba McOanan said she would even 
consider putting off action on the new commitment if it 
would pressure Norfolk in becommg more agreeable. 

Ervin said he would go along. He was elated over 
Norfolk filling up Virginia Beach with their trash. 
Norfolk is now using a Vnrgima Beadi landfiD. 

Holland said, "The benefits of regionalism are 
obvious to all of us.

Ifis attorney Ed Hogins said that his deck and walk- 
way were built eight years ago in conjunction with the 
remodeling of his house. The deck is built on pilings six 
to eight fe6t into the sand with a sound cement base. 
The deck U^ a super structure so that is is two or 
three feet'ibove the dune line, he said. Hudgins 
claimed the structure has stabilized that dune. 

He said that it is not like the concrete w^ next door 
that was permitted to remain. The wall denies the 
public access to the beach n^e the deck does not, he 
said. 

Hudgins said Green was not being fiiirly treated. 

Coundhwoman Meyera Obemdorf wanted to know 
whether he had the pr(^erty surveyed btfott he 
constructed the deck. 

Hudgins said that at the tinie there were structures 
up and dofwn the beadi. 

Obemdorf said that in Kempsville where site lived, 
even if the residents wanted to put up a fence they had 
to be siuv it was on their property. 

Of the 212 encroadunents identified in the survey, all 
but 64 were considered permanent, Hudgins pabjobed 
out. Some of these included landscaj^iiig wMeh 
stablilzes the sanif and ttnictiires attached' to 
dwellings, said Giles Dodd, assistant to the city 
manager. 

Dodd said that some of the structures that had f6 be 
removed were not unlike Ckeen's. They included 
wooden patio decks, steps, walkways, a concrete pad 
walkway and wooden wdkways.

Councilman Reid Ervin said that one structure more 
extensvie than Green's was removed. He explained 
that the city was working on a plan of jrianting, fencing 
and stabilizing the dunes in /opes of being reimbursd 
by Federal fimds, Ihe goal is a beach with an unbroken 
dune line, he said, and all die obstructions don't give 
thtt result. 1 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley said that maybe 
Council should go back and look at the retaining waUs 
again. 

Lambert said the retaining walls are behhid the dune 
line, while Green's deck is 40 feet faito the right of way 
on top of the dune. 

Green said that the dedt is stablizing since before it 
was buih and the sand blew against his house and now 
it doesn't. 

Ervin said that he estimated 99 percent cS the 
encroachments were unauthorized by the buikling's 
inspection offidak. 

Councihnan W. R Kitchin III was concerned about 
the fence whidi enclosed part of puMic property, and 
said he uilderstood how cootradictofy it seemed for 
Green to have to remove his dedt while the fence is 
permitted to remain. 

Hudgins pointed out there were 148 exceptioas. 

Cwmdhnan John A. Baum said that eventually the 
dnr should matt its own boundaries.

Virginia Beach is ready to take "appropriate legal 
action" to stop the diunping from colliers anchored m 
Hampton Roads. 

Gty Council Monday afternoon on a motion made by 
Councihnan Reid Ervin, directed the city manager and 
the city attorney to take all reasonable measures, 
including appropriate legal actionio prevent any 
further discharges of garbage, trash, sewage or other 
solid and liquid matter from any ship under way or at 
anchor in the port of Ibmpton Rioads and in the^ 
Lynnhaven anchorage in particular. 

Gty manager George L Hanbury has already written 
letters for help to Governor John N. Dahon; members 
of the Virginia Beach delegation to the General 
Assembly; Glenn J. Sedam Jr., chairman of the 
Virginia Port Authority Board of Ccnnmissioners; 
James E. Douglas, commissioner. Marine Resoures 
Commission: J.. Robert Bray, executive director, 
Virginia Port Authority, and Col. Douglas L Haller 
district engineer, U.S. Army Engineers District, 
Norfolk. 

He writes that the gariuige generated by the colliers 
has been "a contaminating nuisance" for residents and 
now threatens to became a nugor puUic health crisis 
with severe mfUxtOiota for the tourist industry." 

He points out that Federal ofBcials who have enforce- 
ment responsibilities are not planning any concerted 
action to solve this problem. 
^ -He says that th&State, -acting througlt the VPA has 
broad authority to operate the harbors and seaports 
within the state. Hanbury has requested the VPA to 
require ships in the port to subscribe to garbage and 
sewage disposal services. 

To the VPAHanbury paints out that the coal industry 
is estimated to bring one billion dollars a year into the 
state but the tourist industry generates ^pproDdmately 
$2S0 milUan a year in ^^inia Beadi alone. 

A new garbage disposal service is eiqiected to begin 
operation soon, but Hanbury says the maritime 
industry is pessimistic that the operators would use the 
service. 

Council's action Monday recommends measures 
such as discussions with shilling agents and any state 
or federal agency having jurisdiction with a view toward 
iweveatoig these discharges 1^ negotiation if possilde. 

The city staff and dty attorney were directed to 
proceed without delay. If the present water quality 
sampling program ot the State Health Department is 
not adedquate to warn dtizens of impending danger, 
then the staff should inform Councfl at the Mardi 9 
mgfieeting, according to Ervin's motion.

Virginia Beach City Council awarded the contract 
Monday afternoon following an executive session that 
ran 30 minutes mto the regular meeting of Council. 

Aubrey Watts, Public Utilities director, said the price 
compares with the $300,000 estimate. 

The bid was the lowest of two. The other bid was 
made by Sydnor, Inc. 

The rigs will be on the site and cosntruction should 
begin by March IS with the completion date set for 
June IS. The company has agreed to a $1200 penalty 
per day if the work goes beyond that time. 

Five Assembly delegates 

Sharing isn't for ^^^ginia Beach anymore. 

The city finally has the population to merit almost 
five whole delegates and two whole senators in the 
>^ginia Legislature. 

When th^ Privileges and Elections Committees for 
the House meets on March 9 at 9:30 and for the Senate 
on March 17 at 2:30 p.m. at the Kim Memorial library, 
members wiU be told that Virginia Beach wants its fair 
representation. 

Based on its population in the 1980 census ot 172,106 
Virginia Beadi qualifies for 4.9 delegates iemd 1.96 
senators. 

Councilman Reid Ervin, at an informal meeting 
Monday said there, wasn't much danger of reqjportion- 
ment because the city can sue under Federal laws. 

Wginia Beach now has one senator who serves only 
Virginia Beadi-Josei^ A. Ounu^. Three others are 
shared with Norfolk by the Kempsville urea and two 
districts in Bayside- Joseph Fitzpatrick, Stanley Walker 
and Peter I^. Babalas, all considered Norfolk residents. 
Another senator, William Parker of Chesapeake, is 
shared tjy peoplr in the lower end of the dty with 
Chesapeake. William O'Brien, formerly of Chesapeake, 
but now a resident of Virginia Beach represents 
Virginia Beach, CSiesapeake and Portsmouth in the 
House (tf Delegates. 

Gtenn McClanan and Owen Kckett are the only 
delegates who represent Virginia Beach exclusively 
which brings the total local represenutives to three. 

David Grochmal, assistant to the dty manager, said 
that in 1970 Norfdk had seen detegates idthough the 
population merited only 6.6, a good precedent for 
Virginia Beach to follow. y^~~^-^. 

Norfdk's 1980 census was just ahead of Virginia 
Beadi's with 262,803. The State allows one delegate for 
every 46,484 people and one senator to every 116,212 
people. ( 

Grochmal said that Virginia Beach would have a^ 
better chance if the redistricting is accomplished by 
moving from east to west instead of from west to east. 
We saki the state tries to follow munidpal boundary 
lines. - 

Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. said he planned to go to 
the meetings. 

Coundlwoman Reba McClanan said that the Beadi 
population is close enough to Norfolk's to have the 
same number of representatives. "We shouldn't raise 
the possil^ty of sharing," she said. 

The consensus of Coundl was for at-large, rather 
tlum district elections. ' 

McOaaan said that "it looks like three woidd equal 
one," in reference to the three shared senators. 

The dty isn't concerned about its congressional 
representation. Most of the dty is in the Second District 
but the lower end of the dty is represented by Robert 
Daniel who also represents several localities to the 
west. 

Councihnan John A. Baun pdlnted out that the rural 
areas may have more in xonunon with the sprawling 
areas represented by Daniel than with the rest of tiie 
dty. 

A statement to the committees which will be 
presented by McCoy states thM Coundl has gone on 
record three times sinoe 1979 reiquesting the General 
Assembly toredistrict the Tidewater area to provide for 
two senatorial districts totally within die boundaries of 
Wginia Beach and five House of Delegates seats 
totafly within the boundaries of Vvginia Beach. 

The stiocmem contiBues that the dty is withm four 
percent of « population exactly equal to two tf natgrjal 



districts and within 10- percent of five House of 
Delegates Seati. If the 10 percent is intolerable, the 
beach would prefer to match up with the Gty of 
Chesapeake which should be'eligible for 2.14 House of 
Delegates seats based on 1980 population figures. 

The dty is also establbhing predncts with no more 
than 2000 voters.

Resort Satellite Communications, Jnc. has been 
awarded a Cable TV franchise to serve the Beach strip, 
ft will be the second Cable TV franchise granted b\ 
Virginia Beach City Council. Cox Cable TV was 
awarded a franchise in 1975. 

The franchise gives the company a five-foot wide 
easement along the western edge of Ocean Avenue 
from the Princess Anne Inn at 25th Street north to 42nd 
Street and south to second Street in the Beach Borough 
to install -the cable. 

The company will serve hotels, motels and condom 
iniums adjacent to the public right of way. An 
estimated 1,000 units will be served at the end of one 
year. 

Resort will ofer all local channels, WTBS Atbmu. 
CNN (Cable News Network), Warner Mc/ie Channel 
and other programming as demand warrants. 

Rates will be $12 a month per unit for basic services. 

All elements in the system in the right of way will be 
underground with the exception of the "tap" 
connecting the hotel, motel or condominium which will 
be mounted flush with the building.

Dan Arris, of Brown, Arris, Langhorn, Inc., 
representing his insurance firm as well as Kellam and 
Eaton and Butler-Hartseli, told Council Monday 
afternoon that it had made a mistake in hiring a 
consultant for* the program ^nd preparing bid 
spedfications.

As to water, oo the next 
to the last day of the 1981 
Session, the House of 
Delegates gave iti final 
approval to the legUlation 
(hat I sponsored providing 
for a comprehensive water 
management plan and 
program in Virginia. The 
plan and program, to be 
carried odt by the State 
Water Control Board, will 
determine the present 
water usage in Virginia for 
agriculture, industry and 
domestic purposes. Next, 
an estimate will be made 
of our water needs for all 
these' purposes, with ap- 
propriate consideration to 
be given to the minimum 
in-stream flows that must 
be maintained during 
drought conditions to 
avoid damage to aquatic 
life. Based on this infor- 
mation, the best water 
management plans for 
each part of the state will 
be devised. Obviously, 
Eastern Virginia will be 
considered Tint. 

In addition, localities 
like Virginia Beach will 
now be able to call on the 
State Water Control 
Board for many different 
forms of water supply 
assistance, including 
suggested state enabling 
legislation to faciliute the 
best water supply solution 
that is found. Also, 
assistance will be provided 
10 localities in obtaining 
both federal and state 
permits that are necessary.

Beach school children get teeth cleaned by Navy

The students of three 
\%ginia Beadi dementary 
schocds have received a 
free dental exam and 
fluoride protection, 
thanks to the efforts of a 
team of dental technicians 
from the Oceana Naval 
Air Station and Dam Neck 
Fleet Training Center. 

During February, whidi 
is National Dental Health 



month, the Navy team 
visited North Landing, 
Princess Anne, and White 

Oaks elementaries to give 
each student a dental 
screening exam, - a 
fluoridation treatment, 
and information oa how 
to keep their teeth and 
gums healthy. 

Dr. Tom Witte, a dm- 
tist from, the Norfolk 
Naval Regional Dental 
Center, branch Clinic 
Oceana, said tiie schools 




were sdected because they 
had a Jiigh percentage of 
children who lived in the 
Navy housing areas which 
support Dam Neck and 
Ocoma. 

"Other teams from Lit- 
tle Creek Amphibious 
Base and the Norfolk 
Naval Base have visited 
public schools which sup- 
port thei'^ housing areas," 
Dr. Wifjt said, "but this is 
the .irst time for 
OceaTia." 

"Obviously," he said, 
"other schools have 
children attending frtnn 
OcelTna or Dam Neck 
housing, but we were 
limited to as many schools 
as we could visit during a 
cme-month schedule." He 
said the team spent a week 
at Princess Anne, just 
over a week at North Lan- 
ding, and planned to 
spend two weeks at the 
larger White Oaks 
Elementary. 



By groups, the children 
viewed a movie on 
brushing and thai chewed 
a tablet which makes 
plaque visible on their 
teeth. The team then gave 
the students a concen- 
trated professional 
fluoridated toothpaste to 
brush off the plaque. 
Next, the diildren rinsed 
with a one-percent 
sc^ution of fluoride for a 
minute, which Dr. Witte 
said would give a high 
level of fluoride protec- 
tion. Parental permission 
is required for the fluoride 
treatment. 



The rinsing was 
followed by another film, 
this one on flossing, and a 
discussion on the three 
ways to get fluoride for 
dental protection-tooth- 
paste, treated water, and a 
visit to the dentist. 

"All we can do on the 



screening exam is to advise 
parents whether their child 
haa obvious cavities and 
needs a dentist's atten- 
tion." Dr. Witte stressed. 
"Once in a while, we 
recognize a major 
deficiency such as crooked 
teeth or bite problems, 
and we make not of that 
to the parents." 



Witte said he and his 
technicians give only a 
short examination and no 
x-rays. "For a thorough 
examination, parents 
should take their children 
to their family dentist," 
he said. 

Dr. Witte anticipates 
the program will continue 
next year.

"I make it a point to say 
exactly what J mean; and 
mean exactly what I say," 
declared Virginia Beach 
councilwoman Meyera 
Obemdorf. 

"I become very angry 
when I encounter a time 
consuming communica- 
tion breakdown with 
another person, par- 
ticularly other council 
members." 

Obemdorf has no time 
for procrastination. 

She is a wife, a mother, 
and she makes as many 
personal public appearan- 
ces, if not more, than any 
other council member. 

"I see up to 100 dif- 
ferent people a day," 
Obemdorf sud from her 
home in the Carolanne 
Farm section of Virginia 
Beach. 

"About a quarter of 
those will routindy stop 
and chat with me for 
several minutes. They tell 
i|ie te. they perceive the 
currdnit Beach issues, and 
whetho^ they aj^mive or 
disapprove of the actions 
council has taken or wffl 
take. If you don't keep in 
touch with the com- 
munity, you will lose 
toudi with reality." 

One complaint Ober- 
ndorf hears regularly is 
that there is too much 
overspending in local 
government. 

"I get out and talk to 
workers in all walks of 
life." she said. "They are 
all feeling the pinch. In- 
flation and taxes are 
killing them; yet, council 
4i^«> keeps spencUng the tax- 
payer's money without 
giving them more com- 
munity services."

Obemdoif has served 
on Beadi ooondl since 
1976, iRlien the was first 
elected and earned the 
privledge of becomiag^. 
Virginia. Beach's first' 
wdman to hcM an elective 
office. She was reelected 
OD May 6, 1980 to a 
second four year term 
carrying a hef^ 68% of 
the total votes — twice the 
vote gathered by any of 
her six other opponents.

"After I received my

Over the two or 
three years I was there, I 
really learned the meaning 
of courage from working 
daily with ill children. 1 
learned sacrifice, and how 
to fight for physicial and 
mental achie.emcnt." 

Her first formal city 
appointment came in 1%7 
when she was asked to 
serve on the Virginia 
Beach Public Library 
Board. 

"Several Beach council 
members approached me 
and asked if I would be in- 
terested in serving on a 
board with other appoin- 
tees, to advise library ad- 
ministrators and city of- 
ficials in library, or library 
related matters." 

Oberndorf became 
chairman of the board six 
months following her 
initial appointment. She 
presided for 10 years and 
then, resigned to run for 
a city council seat. 

"My first bid for public 
office came in 1974,"

came to me and suggested 
that I run for a council 
seat. 

"At first I thought, 
'No, it would not be very 
feminine or ladylike to run 
for a seat on a male 
dominated board.' But my 
husband, Roger, told me 
that if people didn't get 
involved with local gover- 
nment, changes would 
never occur. So I decided 
to run even though there 
were another dozen people 
running against me. I lost, 
but I'm proud to said I 
came in fifth."

Obemdorf said it has 
been through the support 
of her family, and friends, 
and neighbors which has 
allowed her to actively 
pursue her political ideals. 

"1 have some really 
super neighbors who have 
helped me whenever I 
needed it," she said.

"But more importantly, 
my family and I have both 
made sacrifices so that I 
may try to make Virginia 
Beach a better place to 
live, with a strong and 
energetic community. 

"1 am very happy right 
now, and feel sure that I 
have not yet reached my 
full capabilities. But with 
the support of my family 
and friends I shall con-

The special meeting 
was requested by Dr. E. 
E. Brickell, superinten- 
dent of schools, because 
the brief School Board 
meetings make it dif- 
ficult to include 
briefings. 



Eight School Board 
members. Brickell.

Bruce McGuire and 
special assistant to the 
superintendent Garland 
Jackson, attended ' the 
session which started on 
Friday night and ccm- 
tinued through Sunday 
morning. Other staff 
members attended part 
of the sesiions. The food 
and lodging expenses at 
tly Hospitality House 
are being paid for out of 
the school budget.

Arris said the cost is high for a small investment. He 
also charged that dark isn't a true consultant in that 
his job includes more sales than Mnsulting services. 

"Aetna and Hartford would not charge for consuk- 
ing," he said. "Hie dty is not looking out for the best 
interests (rf'the employees." 

Stq>po5e the consultant quits, he said. The city is 
without service. 

Aetna and Hartford on the othei; hand, he said, have 
the personnel to enroll participants and also give legaL 
advice. All fees would be contained and listed under 
one contract, 

Dpdd said that prior to selecting a consultant the city 
spoke to 15 different companies that wanted to sell 
(teferred compensation plans to the city. Such a plan is 
attractive to empkqrees because of the deferred tax 
feature and the investment potential he sakl.

ihe city limits. 

Under the program recommended by the consult- 
ants. Betz Converse Murdoch hic. (BCM) the city could 
have the wells producing by April 30. 1982 at a cost of 
78 cents per 1.000 gallons. 

This cost is based on a capital expenditure of $15 
million and estimated operating and maintenance costs 
of S2,85 1 .560 a year. The city would also have to add $5 
million to the $10 million already allocated for the 
project. 

Earlier expectations of haying at least one well field 
producing 2'/^ million gallons a day by July were 
icrmed unrealistic by Robert W. Nccson. president ol 
BCM Potomac Group, who explained that increasing 
orders of the type of equipment needed has delayed 
delivery. He said the city, however, could choose to pay 
a premium for earlier delivery but even then the first 
well field would not be producing until August. 

Nceson recommended adopting a more economical 
schedule which would put ofT all production until April 
30, 1982 when the ykM would be 10 mgd. 

At an informal session of Coundl Monday aftehioon 
where the consultants presented findings of their 
surveys. Coundl expressed agreement with the more 
economical plan now that the <Hty's immediate water 
problems will be resolved by the purchase of weU water 
from Suffolk and Isle of Wight and Southampton 
Counties. 

Qty manager George L. Hanbury said over 50 test 
wells have been dug in the city. 

John W. Groschan. vice president Of BCM, said three 
well fields proposed arc in the area south and east of 
Oceana Naval Air Station and the Red Wing Park Area 
(1.5 mgd): tn area approximately 1.5 miles wide along 
Pungo Ridge from Nimmo Church to Indian River Road 
(3.17 mgd), and an area approximately 1. 5 miles wide 
and five miles long along Pungo Ridge south of Indian 
River Road (7.2 mgd). 
He said wells in the northern, urbanized area of the 
• dty were riiled out because of the cost of land and the 
potential of poilution. Also ruled out were military 
mstallations, sensithw areas such as Seashore Stale 
Pitfk. areas with high chloride contem water, and areas 
known to have surtee contaminations such as those 
around Mount Thttlaaore. 

The wells, as many as 170 of ttaen. will be 50 to 90 
feet deep drawing from the Upper and Middle 
Yorktown Aquifers. 

The treatment plam wia be located on a site south of 
the Mmmo Church. 

Hie ciiy's plan to keep the lofwer end of the city 
agricultural will be fttrthcr fortified by the weU system 
because consuhants recommend keeping the area in a 
rural state to protect the water. 
Borrow pits, which have often been sources of 
problems, would slso undermine 4he water supply by 
drawing water from Ihe well fields and through 
contamination, according to the consultants. 

To comply with stale regulations, the weUs will be 
located on SO squaie-faot plats and fenced in with wells 
remaiaHig 1 .000 feet apart. 

Dr. R. Brian Ellwood. Ph.D., vice t>resident ol 
Converse Ward Davis Dixon, geolechnical consoltants. 
said the wells will produce at a rate of 50 gallons a 
minute and that 12 more test borings need to be made 
ia the next two or three weeks as well as three more 
p nw pin g tests.

The dty wiU also have to negotiate land sales or 
condemn property. 

Hanbury said that the installation of the wcU fields 
will strengthen the dty land tise pattern designed to 
keep the area rural and will help the city regulate 
borrow pits. If private wells go dry as a result of the 
aty's drilUng then the dty would have to mitigate the 
damages, he said. He said Virginia Beach has pledged 
to do that in Suffolk, Isle of Wight and Southampton 
Counties and wiU do as much for the people of Vu-ginia 
Beach.

"I oaty spent SS.SOO, which was $300 
more than I had planned to spend. I'U be 
honest; some people, ■ including mysdf, 
"^ didn't know if I could beat Payne.

McOanan senses a special relationship 
between dty council and the Beach com- 
munity. 

"Community imput serves as a balan- 
ce, or control, for decisions coundl has to 
make," she said. 

"I ain remember when it all used to be 
one sided. I used to attend coundl 
meetings, before I sat on coundl, and see 
the coundl members laugh at speakers 
and dvic leaders who addressed the coun- 
dl. But it's not like that now. 

"I fed, as most coundl members do, 
tiiat the community reqxmse and imput in 
.Vir^ttia Beach is y^y important. I believe 
coundl should keep as little information 
as possible secret from the ears of the 
Beach community. There are some per- 
sonnd and real esute matters which may 
be considered in closed session to protect 
the rights aad interests of particular in- 
dividuals uivohred. But in general, there is 
little the public shouldn't know; and there 
is very little information that council 
needs to go into closed session to 
discuss." 

McOanan said many times the public 
does not realue the wdl roeam intent of 
some council actions. 

"The city coundl does try to be very 
leqxmrive to the community." she said, 
"although I bdieve many times the public 
does not perodve it that way. 

"Beach residents may tUnk that the 
coundl differs on a variety of subjects, 
but actually, most coundl members are 
not in that much di sag reement, oa very 
many issues." / 

Does the community trust dty couikil? 

"Todi^. I don't know," McOanan 
said. "There are many people out there 
asking many qoestiom. This is fine, as 
kmg as the questions benefit the entire 
Virginia Beach community." 

McOanaa, wIm will not be up for 
redectioa ootil 1984. said her workload 
nowistrcBMadous. 

"The woric never ends," she said, "bat I 
Jove it. I fed that if I dida't stay busy. I 
wotddn't be doing my job effectively; and 
rm sure that many <tf the 40.000 residents 
of the P iinc e ss Anne boroi^ would let 
me hear^ottt it if I started loafing."

future for McOanan. even though she has 
no aspirations now of running for a state 
or national poUtical seat. 

"I want to continue doing my job as weO 
as possible." she said. "But in regard to 
furthering my political career, my interest 
stops here at the dty levd. Any more in- 
volvement would depend on the particular 
needs of the dty at a partictdar time. I 
take one thing at a time and leave each 

thing behind, me as a goal to something 
«» 

IcOanan said the progressive Vuginia 
ch community keeps her on her toes. 
"Virginia Beach is a very exdting place 
in which to live and work," she said. 
"Virginia Beach has a lively and vivacious 
dtizenry. Most Beach residents are very 
intelligent, and dty cowidl is coiutamly 
pushed to work harder because of the 
education of the Beach community .

One of >^lrgiiiia Beach's long-awaited dreams has 
oome true with the opcdng of Pavilion Theater, a 
1,000-seat facility designed to house local arts groups 
and provide a ptaioe for toaring talent to perfonn. 

"From the andienoe's pasp e tU vc/* says Jfan Ftantz. 
project manager, "the theater win be the nltnaate way 
to see or hear a show. 

"The farthest away tnm the stage anyone wiU be is 
slightly more dian 50 feet. This, of course, means there 
are no bad seats in the house. 

' 'We have a tiered floor to give awBences in both the 
front and rear rows and ideal view," Flaatz adds. "The 
theater also features Continental seating-no center 
aisle. The whole iriaoe is oiwtrttctioa free." 

Sedng is believing, but heating is hnperative. Pavilion 
Theater has been prqMued wen for this. 



The ceiling of the theater is outfltted with* 
"acoustical clouds." These are contoured panels thi^ 
diffuse and reflect sounds so diat listening is easy and 
without distortion. 

Many of these clouds are adjustable, and a specialist 
team from Kansas City has angled them to provide the 
perfect balance of sousnd for the theater. 

"We were aware of some piroblems that other halls 
have experienced, and we thought it best to eliminate 
any sound troubles prior to our opening," Frantz says. 

Another decision was made toe liminate external 
noises in the hall. "No one will be distracted by low- 
flying planes or trucks on the expressway. While we're 
close to the expressway and Oceana Naval Air Station, 
we'll never be able to tell it inside. 

"The theater section of Pavilion includes the three 
sections on the west end of the building. These arches 
are heavily insulated against sound," says Frantz. 

The theater walls are insulated, and a 6-inch concrete 
ceiling with another section of insulation surrounds the 
theater. The sky loft abov^ the sta^the building's 
highest point at 85 feet-also is soundproofed with a 20- 
foot dead-air ^)ace between its interior ceiling and ex- 
terior arch. 

"Another nice touch," adds Frantz, "is the lounges

**The performers win appreciate that, and we've done 
many more tUngs for them as wdl," Frantz says. 



There are (faessing rooms with showen for male and 
female performers. There are two "star" dressuig 
rooms, another room for holding interviews or sman 
post-production parties, and there is an area for con- 
struction of scenery or wwldng on lightii^ and pain- 
ting. 



"A totaUy soundproofed room apart from the st«ge 
but almost as large allows other production companies 
to rehearse without disturbing the show in progress. 

"The theater also hidudes a sound and projection 

booth m an elevated area bdiind the last row to control 
lights and sound in the house. 

"It's a standard Broadway production type stage," 
says Frantz. 

"The orchestra pit has various capabihties. It can ac- 
commodate a fuU orclMstra that can be out of view or 
raised to stage levd. It can be used to i^ve added dqMh 
to the stage for a nonnnusical production, or it can be 
used to give extra seating in some instances. 

"The way this i^ace ir designed imd buflt," says Ftan- 
tz, "reaUy is first class."

Funding for Beach wells in question

A pbui<lpi use Virgiiiia Beach Community Develop- 
ment (CDlfbnds to hdp flnance the $2 million cost for 
the coostiViNon of the city's four wells in Suffolk and 
Isle of Wiffit County has been opposed by members of 
the CD Otizens Advisory Committee (CAC). 

Althoufh City Council members seemed receptive to 
the idea at a joint meeting of Council and the CAC 
Monday afternoon, CAC members expressed reluctance 
over using any of the funds outside the target areas. 

City manager George L. Hanbury proposed that 
$505,703 of the funds from the second, fourth, fifth and 
sixth CD years' allocations be used to supplement 
money from Revenue Sharing and the sale of General 
Obligation bonds to make up the $2 million. 

Hanbury linked the entire economy of the city with its 
success at getting sufficient water and said that the up- 
coming city budget would rcfiect the drop in construc- 
tion activity which in the past has contributed to the 
city's healthy economy. He said that with the four wells 
and possibility more in Southampton County,' the city 
"could possibly see the light at the end of the tunnel." 

The city now has a moratorium on hook-ups^ which 
along with the general j economic conidition has 
discouraged building; planbury said that the 
moratorium on hookups may be lifted if the city has 
another source of water. ' ] 

Hanbury said the city has created some of its own 
problems by accelerating its water and sewer program on 
the one hand and on the other hand not allowing hook- 
ups. 

Among the communities which have water and sewer 
lines but where residents have not been allowed to hook 
up are the target areas . 

The Rev. Barnett Thourogood, CAC chairman, said 
later "I don't want them to uke the money, but I un- 
derstand they can take the money." 

Hanbury said that none of the proposed reallocation 
would interfere with any of the priorities esublished by 
the CAC or cause delays in existing or proposed projec- 
U. He also pointed out that the money represents no 
more than 10 percent of the total funds for a particular 
program year, which is allowable under the regulations, 
and that the total reallocation proposed is ap- 
proximately 4.2 percent of the total real location 
proposed is approximately 4.2 percent of the total 
amount of funds received and/or committed to the dty, 
so far not including the proposed seventh year funds. 

The money generally has been used for water, sewer 
on roads and drainaae. Dr. Thourogood pointed out 
that of the five target nei^borlioods included for water 
and sewer instailatkw in tlie 1970 bond isiue. only one 
neighborhood was completed with locally genorated 
funds. The rcnuiMler were completed with Conununity 
Development tands which rerabed in a dday of up to 
six years in some neighborhoods. 
, Thourogood expreucd concern that there won't be 
much more contiag io Community Devdopoicnt funds. 
The proposed cuts by the Rcagm Adnynistration, he 
Mid. may advendy affact the city's ability to complete 
projects tlial are in the engineering and planning stages. 
These include Queen City Water, sewer, streets; Grace- 
town streets, Newsome Farm streets, Mill Dam wilcr, 
sewei' and streets. Lake Smith water, scww and streets. 

Thourogood said ^hat while he agreed that present 
projecU will not be cut (the money represents surpluses 
from completed projects), there are other plnces where 
the money can be spent. He saU that the CAC wanted 
to aove into hwiiiag rahabilitation, last resort housing 
and i ca tie ged site dmliii ii iMii . He sugsested that dty 
ftands oonld be used for capital investments like water 
and the CD fnnds be used for individnal 
sudi as rehaMMtation where dty fluids 



notkfallybeased. 

Thourogood said. '*We are a part of this crisis. We 
cannot segregate ourselves. But you do do have a 
Capital Improvement program." He said the target area 
people were "touchy... We're holding tm to it for dear 
Hfe. We see water and sewer. We see homes refur- 
bished... We're kind of shaky, because that's the tmly 
hope." 

Thourogood said his opinion did not reflect the 
opinion of ill the members who will meet Wednesday at 
7:30 p.m. to discuss the matter. Council expects to 
dedde on the wdl funding next Monday. 

Councihnan Patrick L. Standing said that the target 
area projects which were delayed would probably have 
been delayed in any event, because they were lower on 
the city's priority Hst. 

Thrurogood said there was some "friction pver the 
priorities." 

Thourogood also stated that the current crisis "would 
not be upon us if the city had implemented the necessary 
strategy in the early years of this city to reduce its 
dependency on water sources outside our jurisdiction. 
The current crisis is very much likened to the current 
crises that exist in all of the target neighborhoods of our 
Conununity Development program. The absence of 
planning and the commitment of resources to these 
neighborhoods in the formative years of this city has 
created deplorable conditions in which the residents of 
the Community Development program boast a 95 per- 
cent owner occupied ratio, an indication that these 
residents have been a contributor to the tax base of this 
city through property tax assessments." 

He said, however, that the target neighborhoods are 
affected by the water crisis because of the millions of 
dollars spent for the water lines that cannot be used 
because of the moratorium. We also realize the lack of 
water may cause a decrease in tourist revenues which 
couki haveim^toapact or ....taxation.

Mayor Dr. J. Henry McCoy Jr. said that poor plan- 
ning was present. "I don't tUnk anyone denies diis.

Mrs. AHoe Oreen, vice chaimian of the CAC, said, "I 
cannot see taUng money ftom iheae poor nejigldwr- 
hoods. They cannot get a kma anyway. We need a 
rdidiffilation program, iMt Mr^ ^Ben) Moore, ^the 
city's director of Coniinn n Hy Pfodia pnum ) said there 
was not enongh p er s onne l to haiidte the rdiab.

little light you want to take nioiiey...There are holes in 
our streets..." She said that the half million is a little bit 
of money. It won't help everything, but it win hdp. 

Hanbury pointed out diat the 'Hnoney I'm recom- 
mending is left over from over estimated projects. He 
said the dty would like to ^ invtdved in rehab. "We 
are involved in rdiab on a small scale." 

He said that Virignia Beach has extended more 
Conununity Devdopment funds to target areas than any 
other dty. He said 100 percent of the funds have beoi 
used in those areas. 

In using General Obligation bonds and Revenue 
Sharing funds the dty is deviating from the manner in 
which utilities have been provided in the past. Coun- 
cilwoman Barbara Henley pointed out. The Public 
Utilities has been self-supporting with development 
coming from revenue bonds. This means that the people 
who do not have water and sewer will be paying to sup- 
port the system. She said that although she represents an 
area without water and sewer, "I am not objecting, but 
she pointed out that the use of the Community 
Development funds is similar to asking people who are 
not recdving service to pay. She added that people who 
do not receive water and sewer at the residence still 
benefit when they use facilities like hospitals and for fire 
fighting. She said the city is facing a crisis situation. 

Councihnan Rdd Ervin said that Coundl needs to 
"know where we are." He asked Hanbpry to giye ^ 
finandal report on the amount of money we tutve 
obligated ourselves for including shallow wells, 
deslating. "The fmancial situation is becoming mud- 
dled." 

Sam Houston, a member of the CAC, said that he fdt 
that the CD funds could be used as suggested, but asked 
for a trade-off. He said the target areas have been 
neglected for so many years. I believe there should be 
some sort of promise when you're going to return the 
money. You don't know whether you're going to have 
CD funds or not. It's only fair and only right. 

Standing said, and Hanbury agreed, that the Council 
was not borrowing the money, but was considering ap- 
propriating it. 

Hanbury said that if the dty continued its hook-up 
moratorium, there would have to be a real estate tax in- 
crease to make up for the lost revenues from new con- 
struction. A water shortage will hit the overall economy. 
All growth in the dty has virtually siopjped, he said. 

Mrs. Green wanted to know whether tourists will be 
permitted unlimited use of water while residmts are .on 
quotas. "Are you going to turn people loose tliis sum- 
mer?" she asked. 

Hanbury said that the hotds and njotels will still be 
restricted to the 7S percent fiBocatimi issij^ed to the 
rest of the dty. "I hope with new wells," he added, 
"People can hook up." 

W. H. Kitchin m pointed out that of the 30 million 

faUons of water a day used in Viiginia Beach last July, 
mily 1.3 million was used in the Virginia Beac^ 
b(»ough.

Texaco decision reversed 

Virginia Beach Oty CouncU reversed itself in two 
idanning matters reconsidered Monday afternoon. In 
b(^ cases the vote was 6-S for ^n>roval of applications 
«diich had been denied in the origiiial votes. 

It took three votes-one for denial, one for deferral 
and one for approval-befmv Texaco, Inc. was granted 
a conditional use permit tot a sdf-service gas station 
and car wash on a .918 acre parcel at the southeast cor- 
ner of Great Neck Road and Ytrtt Colonial Road. It was 
denied on Feb. 9. 

The other item involved the creation of two flag lots 
in Sea Breeze Farm. The request was denied on Jan. 12. 

Vice Mayor Harold Heischober, who voted for denial . 
of the Texaco an>fication previously, requested the 
reconsideration and apinroved the petition Monday. 
Voting against approval were Reid Ervin, Barbara 
Hoiley, Reba McOanan, Donald Merrick and Meyera 
Obemdorf. 

James H. Flippen, representing Texaco, said that he 
recongized that there was prejudice against large oil . 
companies, but that Texaco was "a tax-paying citizen of 
Virignia Beach" and had the same rights. He pointed 
out that the Planning Craunission recommended ap- 
proval and that the use caii be denied only if it harms the 
community. Councfl, in granting a permit to an Exxon

John Lewandowski. of Alanton, who opposed the 
petition, said there was no cause for a l^al suit against 
the dty. Darden, he said is asking the Council to ap- 
ivove the sale of property. "How is Texaco being 
grfeved?" 

Councilman John A. Baum said that the courts have 
ruled that if the cmiditional use is no worse than some 
of the principle uses, it should be allowed. "To me it 
seems wrong to force ^omdwdy to go to court. Legally I 
think we're on very weak ground to deny. It seems 
wrcmg to make people go to court when we know we'll 
be whittled when we go there." 

Kay Flohre, of Laurd Cove, also ojqxMed the petition 
because of the water moratorium and the threat to the 
water tabkif the builder uses a well. She also mentioned 
the noise and traffic hazards. She said that the intersec- 
timi had no recorded accidents until 1977. Since Exxon 
was built, she said, there have been 16 accidents and 
three personal injuries. 

Mvy Marjpret Faust of the Laurel Cove Garden 
Chib, said that Texaco, from past example, is not 
serious a^KWt offering service over a long period of 

time. 

John Gravffl of the Great Neck Association asked for 
a deferral to give the residents a chance to prepare its

In the Sea Breeze petition, Merrick, who voted for 
denial on the first go round, requested reconsideration 
and voted for approval Monday resulting in the 6-S vote 
to grant the variance. The lots in an R-1 Residential 
District are required to be 12S-feet wide on the street 
side. The two lots created will each have a 2S-foot front 
width-virtually driveways for access to the larger part 
of the lots. 

Although the devdoper could create the two lots by 
extending the road, Merrick said the high land where the 
houses must be built would be partiy destroyed . 

Voting against approval were vice Mayor Harold 
Heischober, Councilwomen Barbara Henley and 
Meyera Obemdorf and Mayor Dr. J. Henry McCoy Jr. 

Oceana part of Genera! 

Oceana Boulevard will become part of General Booth 
Boulevard with the reconstmction of the road as shown 
in the Virginia Beach Master Street and Highway Plan. 

With one difference. 

The 1 14-foot-wide, four-land divided highway will be 
narrowed to 90 feet starting at Ferrell Parkway rather 
than at Princess Anne Road. The change will leave ttiore 
room by the Nimmo Oiurch property, a site which has 

been dedared a histOTical landmark. 
Residents along Oceana Boulevard had sought a 

realignment of the road to the west through farm land. 
They requested Council to look into alternate routes 
and were almost successful Monday aftemoon when 
Councilwoman Barbara Henley change her vote. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan wanted to refer the 
matter to the Planning Commission for alternates. To 
dedde upon an alternate wouki require changing the 
Master Street and highway Plan, which in tum wouio 
require a public hearing. During the process, the dty's 
coneon was prices would go up and make the project 
more expenave than its already big price tag of S3. 7 
million. 

The vote of McClaium's motion was tied-McClanan, 
Donald Merrick, Reed Ervin, Meyera Obemdorf andW. 
H. Kitchin III for and John A. Baum, Vice Mayor 
Harold Heischober, Clarence A. Holland, Mayor Dr. J.

Henley hesitated about making up her mind.

"Whenever you see the road and curbs 
and gutters, you figure that's where a road was going to 
be," she udd referring to the two lanes constractcd by 
a devdoper along Oceana. 

The vote to reconsider passed by a vote of 10 - 1 widi 
MoQanaii dissenting and the alignment as shown in the 
Master Man was chosen with the change suggested by 



Henley-by a vote of 10-1 . with McClanan dissenting. 

Hanbury, at an informal session earlier, said that the 
cost of the road whether constructed along Oceana 
Boulevard or through the virgin land would be about 
the same if sleeves for utilities lines, rather than the lines 
themsdves, were inserted so that the road would not 
have to be torn up to lay pipe bter. But. he said, if the 
dty had to retum and fix the old road as well, then ap- 
proximately $700,000 would be added to the cost. He 
said he recom mend ed using the present road rather than 
opening up land for development. 

At the formal session. Herb Dugroo. who lives near 
the Nimmo Church, said he was concerned about the 
reason and method used to determine the 1 14-foot right 
of way. He said that if the road was used by 19,000 cars 
daily as reported, he "wouldn't be here. 1 wouldn't,get 
out of my driveway. ' ' 

He said no alternates were given at the workshop. He 
wanted to know why a maximum width road was 
needed when it was going to funnel inro two-lane roads 
from Nimmo Church to the Courthouse and Sandbridge 
Road. "Let's not waste money on things we may never 
need," he said. Dugroo said he did not want Oceana 
improved. All he asked of the city was snow removal, 
garbage collection and maintenance. "Some poeple like 
100-foot setbacks," he said. Excellent roads have been 
built on 80-foot right of ways and would cause less 
anguish, he said. 

Ervin pointed out that the alignement was on the 
Master Plan as long as he could remember. 

Dugroo said he had lived in Nagshead for four years 
and "never realized 1 was going to be on General Booth 
Boulevard. 

McClanan said she was told last fall by the Public 
Works Department that there were two plans. 

"It's unfortunate that erroneous information like 
that gets out," Standing said, "because (the alignment 
in the Master Plan) is the only one adopted by law. ~ 

Bill Drinkwater, attorney representing several lan- 
downers, said that there was only one alignment at the 
workshop but that two routes were proposed at the 
same time. 

He said, as proposed, the road would touch the 
Nimmo Church area which is a hisorica) landmark, and 
(veclude more burials or extensions of the cemetery. 

He said there were three or four proposals for the 
area. 

The alignment has been on the, Capital Improvement 
Plan as long as 1 can remember," Ervin said. 

Russell Brown said he has lived at Ims home on 
Oceana Boulevard for 50 years and the road .vill take his 
home. "I don't want to live 30 feet from the higKway. 

Henley said the dty required Red Mill Farms 
devdoper to pave two lanes of the road. "If we were to 
change the realignment are we going to have to pay 
him?" 

City attorney Dale Bimson replied, "Not unless 
there's some agreement." 

Standing pointed out that Coundl could not change 
the Master Street and Highway Plan without a public 
hearing. 

Baum said it was "always unfortunate... Public 
projects will cost the public a lot more if we realign. We 
just can't design projects this way. It would be like we 
design projects a hit or miss as we get to them. We 
politicans are not doing the public any great favor by 
reacting to every group. ' ' 

Ervin suggested delaying action while seeking a better 
alternate. 

"The longer we dday. the higher the cost," Baum 
said. 

Ervin said that the question was, "Do we want more 
public discussion? ' ' 

Then McClanan suggested considering alternate 
routes widi the Coundl ultimately deciding on keeping 
the Master Plan route with the alteration narrowing the 
width to 90 fed at Ferrdl Parkway instead of at Prin- 
cess Anne Rond.

Roberts, whose four 
year old son has suffered 
from birth with Downe's 
Syndrome (Mongolism), 
has filed complaints with 
the American Civfl Liber- 
ties Union, and the United 
States Office of Civil 
Rights, charging the Vir- 
ginia Beach School System 
with violating Federal law 
94-142. The law, enacted

in the mid 1970's, saddles local school systems with the 
responsibility of identifying handicapped people bet- 
ween the ages of two and 21, and providing special 
education teachers to instruct the handicapped in the 
home as well as in learning centers. 

Virginia Beach, however, is experiencing a critical 
shortage of special education teachers. Over the last six 



to eight weeks it has devdoped a waiting list of nine 
handicapped preschoolers waiting for instruction. 

A list of handic^ped children waiting for presdiool 
instruction is illegal under law. But what is a school 
system supposed to do if qualified teachers aren't 
available to tutor the biding youngster? The answer: 
Apply to the Virginia Board of Education for a waiver. 
Virginia Beach has done so. 

"We applied and received a wa^rer and we have used 
it," Keefe said, "but we had to discontinue due to com- 
plaints from parents." 

The wavier, acccnrding to Les Jones, associate direc- 
tor, special education programming, Virginia Depar- 
tment of Education, allows Virginia Beadi to hire any 
certified teacher to instruct the handicapped children 
and get them off the illegal waiting list. 

But Beach officials fed different. 

"We fed that it is better to allow the handiciq>ped 
child to recdve no instruction," said Keefe, "thjui to 
allow teachers inexperienced in dealing with handicap- 
ped children to attemp to instruct them." 

Jones said it b the intent of the wavier to remove 
handici4>ped children immediatdy from the waiting Ust, 
by aUowing the school system to hire professional 
teachers to teach the children until more qualified in- 
structors can be found. 

Roxanne Gorssman, staff attorney, Vu-ginia Ad- 
vocacy Office, echoed Jones' conunent, emphasizing, 
"There should be no handicapped children on waiting 
lists. Teachers other than special education teachers 
may be used.

Landlocked striped 
bass, four a day, except 
that m Smith Mountain 
Reservoir and its 
tributaries induing the 
Roancrice River upstream 
to Niagara Dam the Hmit 
shall be two a day; 

White bass, no limit, 
except that in Gaston 
Reservoir the limit shall be 
twenty-five; 

Walleye or yellow pike 
perch and chain pickerel 
or jackflsh, eight a day of 
each, provided that ten 
walleye a day may be 
taken from South Holston 
Reservoir below full pool 
elevation of 1730; 

Northern pike and 
muskellunge, two a day;

Sanger, no limit, 
provided that only fifteen 
a day may be taken from 
South Holston Reservoir 

below fuii pool elevation 
of 1730; 

.Bluegill (bream) and 
other sunfish, including 
crappie or silver perch and 
rock bass or redeye, no 
limit. 

R23-13. (this regulation 
will become effective 
April 1,1981.) 

No person shall 
organize, conduct, super- 
vise, or solicit entries for, 
striped bass fishing tour- 
naments, rodeos, or other 
striped bass fishing events 
in the inland waters of this 
State, for which prizes are 
offered, awarded, or ac- 
cepted, either in money or 
other valuable con- 
siderations, without 
having applied for and ob- 
tained a permit from the 
Commission to do so.

A local hospital reports 
I how it tries to increase 
efficiency to reduce 
patient costs

Why arc hospital costs high? Do patients receive an 
equal amount of medical services in exchange for their 
hard earned bucks? How do hospitals cut expenses to 
save patients money? 

These questions, and others, are asked regularly by 
Beach residents who return home from the hospital and 
discover a four or Five digit hospital bill staring them in 
the face. How do Beach residents pay it? 

Patients at the General Hospital of Virginia Beach, 
according to hospital financial administrator Richard 
JBorchot. pay their hospital bills in a variety of ways. 

"Almost 73^ of our patienis pay thdr hospital bills 
by private insurance company claims. Medicare, or Blue 
Cross," he said. "Only about 10% pay with cash; 13% 
pay with Medicade or Champus (a payment program 
for retired military personnel); and less than one percent 
pay by Welfare." 

What if no covcn^ 

But what happens if a patient in need of hospital ser- 
vices cannot pay the fare? Arc there still those who, in- 
stead of spending money on medicine, prefer to live out 
their days in misery? 

"Before the Medicare and Medicaid came into 
being," Bmdwrt said. "I think what you just described 
was true in many imtances. 

"In fact, in some areas of Virginia Beadi, sttdi as 
Greeds, and Blackwatcr. there may be reddaiti out 
there now in need of medical MTvioes who win not take <" 
advantates of nearby rescue squads or hoqiftds." We

Staying in the boq>ital fm- more than a few days for 
testing and treatment can be expensive. The two factors 
influencing hosfrital costs the most significantly are the 
extent of the surgical treatments, and the duration of 
the admission. 

"If a patient came to the hospital in need of some 
type of brain surgery," cq>lained Josephine L. Adam- 
son, patient accounts manager, "which accounts for 
<»e of the more lengthy and oqpensive hospital visits, it 
could cost up to $4,400; not induding all the different 
doctOT's costs and specialists. For this reason, we en- 
courage, and are encouraged to encourage patients to 
get as many of tht preliminary tests done either at a 
private medical facility or at the hospital on an out- 
patient basis. We're trying to get away from the old idea 
that a person needed tooccupy a hosfrital bed for two 
days prior to an operatimi fw testing. 

"Usually the most expennve stays in the hospital are 
the resuk of treatment for a patient who is a trauma vic- 
tim. Those people who are in need of constant intensive 
care, or who were severdy damaged in an accident or 
idw suffer from prolonged diseases may have hospital 
bills icadung $SO,000, exdusive of any other doctor's 
costs."

costs, the hosi»tal has yet to lose money since its incep- 
tion in 1961 . The reason for its success also serves to ex- 
I^ain how the hospital monitors itsdf to keep the price 
tag for patients using the hospital as low as possible. 

"I'm proud to say that we have never lost money here 
at General Hospital," Borchert said, "which is 
something which can't be boasted by every other 
hospital in the State. 

"We keep our expenses, and consequently our rates, 
at a minimum by employing several practices which help 
to diminate waste, 

"Hrst of all, we make sure that all of our 245 beds are 
being used by those patients who need them the most. 
Proper bed utilization is maintained by a special com- 
mittee, consisting of two nurses and a physicial, which 
are required to circulate through the hospital daily to 
dieck the patients' charts and determine if they can 
recdve adequate continued medipal service from some 
other private sector of the community and not at the 
public hospital. Of course, comfriications smnetimes oc- 
cur in patients and their bed occupancy is warranted. 

"Another way m whidi General Hospital perpetuates 
ef fidency and keeps costs down is by partidpating in a 
number of shared services with other hospitals. We pur- 
chase equipmeitt through the Virginia Association of 
Hospitds. which is like a purchasing organization that 
allows hospitals to buy equipment toother as a group 
thus cutting the retail cost to us. 

"We are abo linked in another shared service with 
400 other hospitab. This service allows all the finandal 
and logistical information of the hospitals to be stored 
on one centralized computer information and com- 
munication netwodc." 



cording to hospital information officer Babs, 
Neumann, the hospital starts the process of analyzing 
major hospitaLactivities. 

"Hospital aftninistrators and the Board of Direc- 
tors," she said, "will make an estimate of major activity 
levels for the current and future budget year based on 
the prior years' activity trends plus other factors which 
may have come to thdr attention. 

"7 he major activities studies include admissions.-the 
number of days patients spend in the hospital, emergen- 
cy room and out-patiem visits." 

To better accommodate Virainia Beach patients, the 
hospital is planning to reorganize an existing ward 
currently being used in several capacities. The rdn- 
novated ward will allow for 32 additional beds, with a 
centrally located new nurses' station. Final approval, 
however, must be given by a local health systems agency 
before the work can begin. 

"We are constantly in need of additional open bed- 
^Mce," Borchert said. "And we will continue to 
provide as many them as the Virginia Beach community 
needs."

City Council suspends pit fill permit

Virginia Beach Giy Council has suspended for two 
weeks the fill permit on a borrow pit in Kempsville 
owned by a development corporation headed by W. W. 
Reasor. 

Area residents bordering the borrow pit at Indian 
River and Kempsville Roads which they had used as a 
recreational lake, "Lake Avalon". Monday evening 
asked Council to revoke a permit. 

Arthur Riddell, representing the residents of Avalon 
Hills. Cedar Hill. Homestead and Newlight. listed 
reasons for the request as follows : 

There was no public hearing on the permit. 

The existing permit was being violated. 

Groundwater and drainage would be damaged. 

The aesthetics of the area were threatened. 

The filling was a violation of the good faith sales to 
waterfront property owners. 

Councilwoman Meyera Obemdorf moved to suspend 
the operation for a month until the effect of the 
dumping on the health, safety and welfiire of the 
citizens could be ascertaiited. The suspension period 
later was changed to two weeks when city manager 
George L Hanbury said that a report could be ready by 
ihM time. Also, Reasor said that he had a contract with 
Ames and Webbs, highway contractors, who are using 
(he borrow pit as a fill for excavated road materials. 



The city has been more sensitive to the possible 
damase to the city's groundwater supplies from land 
nil operations since receiving a report last week from 
Betz Converse Murdoch, consultants on grouiidwater. 

Riddell said that the developer was dumping 
materials in violation of the permit which prohibits 
automobile bodies, large metal objects, applicances, 
paper, trash and garbage in any form. He said there 
were metal objects and paper dumped whidi were not 
covered sufficiently. He claimed therp was a precedent

A petition containing 700 signatures (tf area residents 
has been submitted to the dty. 

The city <A Virginia Beach issued the permit to the 
Likeslde Construction Corporation for the landfill for 
approximately 25 acres and up to 90 feet-plus deep. 

Riddell dted the potential contamimitiop of local 
wells and degrading of the quality of water. He said 
that although there is no legal requiremeiit for the 
Council to evaluate the permit, issued administratively.

Reasor said he gave permission to no one but Ames 
and Webb which has to have a place to dimip 70,000 
cubic yards of material from the Indian River Road 
construction projea. Reasor said the suspension would 
prevent him from meeting his contract. 

McCoy said, "Our responsibility is to see that yo6're 
not breaking the law." 

Obemdorf said Council has become concerned over 
of the quality of the water.

Lack of education for Beach 

handicapped children is in violation 
of U . S . law and moral code

There's a letter that Virginia Beach Public Schools 
Superintendent E. E. Brkkdi wishes had never been 
written. 




The letter, sent out 
several weeks ago to the 
local media, was an im- 
passioned plea from a 
desperate Beach parent in 
need of educational in- 
struction for her four year 
old Mongoloid son.

^ Brcada Keefc, program assistant for preschoolers, 
special education services, Virginia Beach Public 
Schools, informed the Sun that the Virginia Beach 
Public School System has a list of nine diildren, either 
emotionally or physically disabled, waiting for the Oty 
of Virginia Beach to instruct them as it is their duty to 
do under^Federal Law 94-142. 

Beach school officials have made excuses for the 
waiting Ust, claiming they cannot find appropriate per- 
sonnel to instruct the students. Consequently, according 
to Keefe^ Beach school officials decided it would be in 
the best interest of the handicapped children not to at- 
tempt to educate them with ordinary secondary and 
cknentary certified school teachers, but let them wait 
until more qualified spccU edttottion teachers oould be 
NGured. Once the teachen woe found, pvotts were 
told, the children would be taken off the waitii« list. 
SdMMl officials are sdO intoviewing teachen for the 
h a n d icap p ed , but as of this issue, there are stfll nine 
cWUm on the waitint list for special education instruc- 
tion. This practice of putting handicapped children on a 
waiting list is Qlcial. 




"Public Law 194-142 is bdng flagrantly violated in 
every school district in Aaerica." said Virginia Pmrh 
attorney G. ItaAey Acker, "and in Virginia Bench there 
if no exception."

But, according to Mrs. Roberts, not 
only was she not informed of (q>ti(Mis or alternatives for 
hdping her son Chris, she was not treated with courtesy 
by Virginia Beach public school officials. 

"They were reluctant to tell me anything," she said. 
"In fact, at first Brenda Keefe got very nasty with me.. 
So nasty that Virginia Beach's spedal education chair- 
man Dr. ThMWH Curaa called me back within a few 
minutes to apologize for Keefes' remarks." 

"We tried" Khooh say 

The Beach schotd system says it hasn't been negligent 
in accomodating the needs of the Virginia Beach Han- 
dicapped children. 

"We have the funds, and the space for the children," 
Keefe said, "all we need now is warm bodies to teach 
them." 

Beach school board member Robert CalUs, however, 
said he wasn't aware that there was a teacher shortage. 

"I wasn't aware that we had a teacher shortage in 
Virginia Beach," he said. "I know that special 
education teachers require a lot of training, and that it's 
a very competitive field. But there should be teachers 
available, if not throu^ a search by the school system 
then maybe in the private sector of the c(Hnmimity. 

"But I can sympathize with the plight of Mrs. Rober- 
ts. Even since I have been a school board member I have 
always questioned the board on educationial provisions 
for the handicapped child. I feel it is the duty of the 
family, and the local school system to help the han- 
dicaiq)ed child become a real, productive citizen 
working activdy in the community. We can't ignore 
those diildren who are handican)ed; we don't know the 
great potential they offer society both menttdly and 
I^ysiadly. I hope Mrs. Roberts wUl call me. I will assist 
her an lean."

Obviously, Virginia Beach handicapped children need 
qualified tourers to instruct them. Whether teachers 
are available or not, as conflicting reports indicate, 
IHrginia Beadi is trying to locate them to r^eve the 
waitinglist. 

Dr. Brickdl, accordmg to Mrs. Roberts, called her 
last wedk to ensure her that Christc^her was being given 
the school system's upmost attention. 

"Dr. Brickdl. called me," Roberts said, refierring to a 
can placed last week, "and txM me thai be had set up a 
qwdal meeting ukI was goint to try to get Chris in 
sdKxri by next week (now. this week). We stayed on the

phone about five minutes; he didn't invite me to the 
spedal meeting although I wish I had been. 

"Brickdl told me the problem was that they didn't 

have certified teachers for Christopher. He said the one 

preschool special education teacher the dty had early 

this year was not up to par and they Hred her. Since then 

-vthe problem, and the waiting list has evolved. 

"Brickdl also told me that he wished I had called him 
first with my problem before I had notified any of the 
newspiq)ers." 



Keefe. as of Monday, reported that no teachers had 
been hired and the duldren were stiU on the waiting list. 
Keefe disclosed that Chris is now the only child out of 
nine who win be ready for immediate instruction once 
the teachers have been located. 

"As sooa as we find a teacher," she said, "Chris will 
be in school. The other kids, however, have not had all 
the necessary paperwork completed on them; but as 
soon as it is cmni^eted they wiU be in class." 

Because the school year is almost over, will the han- 
dicapped ddldrai be taught in summer school? 

"Summer school depends on the response from the 
parents," she said. "Right now it looks prdty good that 
we may have a teacher for the chfldren by the end of this 



week. After that, if the parents want it, the' kids will go 
to summer school if we have the instructors. If not, 
we'll have to put them on another list, and again Chris 
wiUhavetowait." 

TARCIavolvcd 

Carol Strkklsad, a Tidewater Assodation for Retar- 
ded Citizens executive, said she is now satisfied that the 
school system is making a honest effort to locate 
teachers for the youngsters; but she hasn't always been 
so sure. 

"If the school system does as it says it is going to do," 
she said, "there will be two classes for the kids which 
should alleviate the waiting for children who have 
foUowed the necessary procedure. 

"I'm confident now that the school offidals are 
trying earnestly to locate teachers for the kids. But two 
weeks ago, before the Sun article came out, I'm almost 
just as sure that they weren't looking." 

Complaints have been filed on behalf of Roberts with 
the Virginia office to the American Civil Liberties 
Union and the U.S. Office of Civil Rights against the 
Beach school system citing it in violation of Federal Law 
94-142. No reply yet. 

Roberts also said Dr. Curran personally called to say 
they were working hard to get a teacher for Chris.

Gouncil votes salary increase 

By a vote of 10-1 Virginia Beach aty Council voted 
themselves an increase in salary to S8,000 a year for. 
council members and S10,000 a year for the mayor star- 
ting April 1. 

Tbe $8,300 needed to cover salaries increases to the 
end of the fiscal year was available within the budget. 

An amendment to the City Charter of Virginia Beach 
approved by the 1981 General Assembly allows the in- 
crease. It represents the first Council salary increase in 
more than ten years. Council members now receive 
$4,800 a year. 

Coundlman Donald Merrick, who voted against the 
increase, suggested deferring the action "until" we see 
what the budget looks like." The 1981-82 operating 
budget will be imsented April 1. 

Merridc pointed out that the increase means a $34,000 
aUocation for the next fiscal year. He also wanted to 
delay the increase until four months before the next 
Councilmanic dection. 

councilman John A. Baum said that Council has 
received a zero percent increase in 10 years. 

Councilman Rdd Ervin asked, "How are you gmng 
to look at the increase and say it's not justified?" 

Baum said the question was should members of 
Council have to be wealthy. If they are we don't have to 
pay them anything." 

Coundlwoman Barbara Henley said that while ap- 
proving the salary changes, the Omeral Assembly took 
away the right of CouiKil members to be reimbursed for 
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travel within the city. She said that represented a sub- 
stantial cut. 

Merrick said he took the job at $4,800 and that's 
where he wanted the salary to remain. 



No cafes on boardwalk 

The fear that tourists woulid be driven away by in- 
aeased ncnse and rowdyism on the beachfront has leti 
A^ginia Beach City Council to cuttle by a vote of 10- ; 
an ordinance which would permit outdoor cafes on tht 
beachfront. 

The ordiiiaiice would have permitted hotel and moti- 
restaurants in the H-2 Resort Hotd District along tht 
beachfront to (H)erate outdoor cafes. 

Rejecti<m of the ordinance means that several of the 
outdoor cafes which have been operating illegally will be 
out of business. However, even if the ordinance had 
bcoi approved these cafes would have been closed 
because the proposed ordinance established a minimum 
of SO rooms for any part of the restaurant to be located 
outdoors. Jim Thurman, representing the Sinclair and 
the Exxex House, told Council Monday that none of the 
current (^)erations has 50 rooms. 

Thurman said that no complaints have been received 
by the Sinclair or Essex House operations. He said the 
establishments are primarily hotels and do not want 
n(»se. He said that people with no economic interest in 
the operations favor the cafes and char^ that the op- 
pcments were competitiors, other hotel owners. 

Presemly, restaurants are permitted as accessory uses 
in hotels and motels which contain 21 or more units. 

The amendments retained at 21 the minimum number 
units necessary for an accessory restaurant but 
established » minimum of SO rooms for any part of the 
restaurant to be located outdoors. 

Cotmdl concurred with the Planning Commission in 
approving an amendment defining eating and drinking 
establishments as "an establishment where food, 
beverages or meals are served and consumed on a com- 
merical basis, including any areas set aside for their 
storage or preparation. *-' 



No more TCG transit 

The Tidewater Regional Transit bus route from 
Tidewater Community College to the Virginia Beach 
Civic Center is scheduled to be discontinued during the 
next fiscal year starting July 1 . 



Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. told Council Monday at 
an informal session, that he has received a petition 
signed by 20 persons requesting that the service be 
retained. 

City manager George L. Hanbury said he' could not 
recommend keeping the services because there are only a 
maximum of five or six riders on the route from the 
college to Ihe Civic Center. For this, the city has to pay a 
$2 1 ,000 subsidy a year. 

He said that if the 20 who signed the petition wanted 
to ride the route daily, the route could be continued. 
The route starts at Little Creek. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf asked whethfr 
vanpools could be arranged . 

Hanbury replied that the people were not interested in 
vanpools. 

McCoy noted that President Reagan's budget cuts 
also should be considered . 

Hanbury said that without the budget cuts, Ihe city 
would recommend discontinuing the service because it is 
not economical. 

Transit costs are subsidized by 50 percent, sometimes 
more, with the city payfiig almost half of the deficit, the 
state paying a small part and the Federal Government 
paying 50 percent of the deficit.
